Roosevelt Signs Bill Naming Louis 

Le Beaume as Owner to Ratify 

. Old Transfers.

WASHINGTON, June 2 Presi- 
dent Roosevelt has signed a bill 
confirming title to 9752 acres of 
land in St. Charles County, Mis- 
souri, to Louis Le Beaume, who 
claimed it more than 100 years ago 
and has been dead a century. 

More than 100 persons now own 
parts of the tract. Their title was 
unquestioned until the Government 
began building a dam in the Missis- 
sippi River at Alton for navigation 
purposes, and sought flowage ease- 
ment on a part of the land. 

Searches of titles disclosed that, 
although Le Beaume's claim had 
been segregated on all official plats 
of survey, it never had been con- 
firmed. Le Beaume, however, had

FUNDS TO BUY UP SURPLUSES

lions of Dollars of Farm ucts

a 98 J June 2.— Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and his advisers 
are working on a plan, Agriculture 
Department officials said today, to 
use sever@l hundred million dollars 
of relief funds to increase domes- 
tic consumption of surplus farm 
products. 

The program, discussed at a 
White House conference this week, 
would have the objective of sup- 
plementing efforts of the Agricul- 
ture Department, through the new 
crop control law, to bolster declin- 
ing prices of farm commodities, 
and to provide undernourished and 
underclothed relief and low in- 
come families with larger supplies 
of food and cotton products. 


The proposal, if adopted, prob- 


ably would expand activitiés of the 
Federal Surplus Commodities Cor- 
poration, which has been buying 
surplus perishable farm commodi- 
ties to bolster prices. 

Its purchases, which have been 
small compared to those contem- 
plated under the new program, are 
distributed to needy families 
through relief agencies.

Session Last Night. 

Working without a recess for din- 

ner the Senate acted oh many 
amendments last night. 
It adopted one by Senator Rus- 
sell (Dem.), Georgia, providing 
$212,000,000 for farm benefit pay- 
ments“ in addition to the $500,000,- 
000 already allotted under the 1938 
crop control law. The amendment 
won a substantial majority on a 
voice vote when the chamber ig- 
nored arguments that taxes should 
be provided to meet any additional 
farm outlays.

$2,435,370 OF STATE 
INCOME TAX PAID ON TIME 


Figures Indicate More 
Than Two-Thirds of City

WOMAN FOUND GUILT 


OF KILLING AT DETRON 


Mrs. Julia Barker Convicted of 
Manslaughter in Shooting 
of Business Associate. 


By the Associated Press, 

DETROIT, June 2.—A jury of 
eight women and four men con- 
victed Mrs. Julia M. Barker, once 
wealthy Detroit real estate opera- 
tor, of manslaughter today for the 
fatal shooting Jan. 15 of Mrs. Edith 
Mae Cummings, her business as- 
sociate. 

The e deliberated 
hours. 

Mrs. Barker, who had ns im- 
passively, heard the verdict with- 
out changing expression. She had 
been confident of acquittal. 

The maximum penalty for man- 
slaughter is 15 years’ imprison- 
ment. Cireuit Judge Ira W. Jayne 
ordered Mrs. Barker remanded to 
jail pending a study by the Pro- 
bation Commission. 

Mrs. Cummings was shot to death 
on the steep slope of a snow-cov- 
ered ravine near Belleville. Mich. 
The State, indicting Mrs. Barker 
on a charge of first degree murder, 
sought to prove she feared Mrs. 
Cummings was about to make rev- 
elations concerning real estate deals 
for which both women faced fraud 
charges in Kentucky. : 

Her Story in Court. 

On the witness. stand, Mrs. Bar- 
ker told the jury Mrs. Cummings 
was in dire financidl ‘difficulties 
at the time of her death, and that 
she had threatened suicide. The 
shooting occurred, she said, during 
a struggle for a pistol that Mrs. 
Cummings drew as they walked 
along. : 

Mrs. Evelyn Fosha, on whose 
farm the body was found, testified 
she heard shots, ran to the scene 
and saw one, woman beating an- 
other and. kicking . her body down 
the hillside. 

Mrs. Barker dabbed occasionally 
at her eyes during Prosecutor Dun- 
can McCrea’s closing argument and 
the Judge's charge. Her daughter, 
Gladys, 17 years wld, wept when 
McCrea demanded that the jurors 
find Mrs. Barker guiltv of murder 
in the first degree, which carries 
a mandatory life sentence.

ANNAPOLIS, Md., June e 
ident Roosevelt advised the United 
States Naval Academy graduat- 
ing midshipmen today to acquire a 
well-rounded knowledge of “modern 
civilization” in addition to their 
training as officers of the navy. 


“That applies,” the President 
said, “to all of world thought and 
world problems, but it applies, of 
course, with special emphasis to 
the thought and problems of our 
own nation.” 

The President stood before the 
white-bloused graduates as their 
Commanéder-in-Chief and told them 
they would never “reach the top 
and stay at the top” unless they 
became well rounded in their knowl- 
edge of all factors of civilization 
“that lie outside of your own spe- 
cial profession.” 

Text of Speech. 

The text of the address: 

“A quarter of a century ago I 
began coming to graduation ex- 
ercises at the United States Naval 
Academy. I find it a good custom 
and I hope to be following it oc- 
casionally when I have reached the 
age of the oldest Admiral on the 
retired list. As a retired Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the Navy I could 
do nothing else. 

“The only time I disgraced my- 
self. was, I think, during the World 
War. Because of the strenuous 
work in the Navy Department, I 
was a bit in arrears on sleep. The

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WHEN AMATEUR BROADCASTING IS HEROIC. 

Robert T. Anderson of Harrisburg, III., who a few 
days ago received the William S. Paley amateur 
radio award for 1937, performed an act of heroism 
during the flood of last year which will be remem- 
bered for a long time along the Ohio River. 

It was his short-wave set which carried the 
call for help for Shawneetown when the fast-rising 
Ohio promised certain inundation for the historic 
Illinois town of 1500 inhabitants. Unable to get 
his radio equipment into isolated Shawneetown on 
his first attempt, he sent out an appeal from Junc- 
tion for a large boat to remove the trapped residents. 
Thanks to this call, a barge was towed to Shawnee- 
town by the Patricia Barrett of Memphis, and the 
refugees were moved to safety. Young Anderson con- 
tinued his efforts to get into’ Shawneetown, and, 
finally succeeding, he established his radio there as a 
means of communication with rescue workers gener- 
ally. 

The award, which is named for its donor, the 
president of the Columbia Broadcasting System, 
recognizes, in Robert Anderson’s service, amateur 
broadcasting at its heroic best. 
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A STRIKE AGAINST THE SUPREME COURT. 

A new variety of sit-down strike and a new type 
of unemployment were reported in yesterday's head- 
lines. The brief strike, at four plants of Remington 
Rand, Inc., was not directed against the employer, 
but against the National Labor Relations Board and 
the United States Supreme Court. Its participants 
were 6000 workers who were hired to take the place 
of employes who went on strike two years ago. 

The NL R B found Remington Rand guilty of un- 
fair labor practices and ordered reinstatment of 4000 
strikers, a finding approved by the Supreme Court 
Monday in its refusal to review the case. The sub- 
stitute employes, finding their jobs in jeopardy, pro- 
tested by stopping work. We refuse to stand for 
the Supreme Court decision,” it was explained by the 
chairman of the Employes’ Association. 

No worker likes to be separated from his job, and 
the protest of the 6000 at Remington Rand, doomed 
to futility though it obviously was, can be under 
stood. On the other hand, the employes who were 
cut off the payroll two years ago clearly have a prior 
claim to the jobs, and it has been established by 
court ruling. The problem thus created was one of 
those dealt with by the United States News in a re- 
cent interview with J. Warren Madden, chairman 
of the NL R B. That part of the interview was as 
follows: See 

“What happens: to the workers who in good 
faith take jobs in which they replace strikers and 
who establish their families in a community and 
then lose their jobs because of the reinstatement 
of strikers?” 

The Labor Relations Board, its chairman said, 
has no solution for that problem, though, of 
course, it is unfortunate for those who lose their 
jobs in that way. When a man takes a striker’s 
place, hé does not, as a rule, expect to keep that 
place. : 

The plight of the 6000 is an inevitable outgrowth 
of the unemployment situation and of the N L R B's 
effort to protect the rights of organized labor. It 
will be of no avail, however, for this group to oppose 
the ruling. The nation’s highest court has spoken,

Machine Age Invades the Office 


Tillie the Toiler finds herself becoming just a hand on the 8 line as mass- 
production methods are applied to bookkeeping and stenography; piece-rate pay 
is replacing salaries in mechanized offices, and technological unemployment casts 
its shadow; employes turn to collective bargaining in effort to obtain security.

ILLIE THE TOILER, that independent 
pardon-my-gum stenog, is beginning to 
wonder. The changes in the office dur- 
ing the past 10 years havé bewildered her 


and they are beginning to get on her nerves. 


The company installed telephone filing 
systems, dictaphones, culators, billing ma- 
chines and many other devices. Tillie was 
put on an assembly line, where she does one 
small job in the business of producing a 
letter. And worse, Tillie’s salary stopped 
and she began to be paid by piece-rate. 

The story of Tillie is the s 


2 of the 
-stenographers, the typists, the kkeepers, 


the accountants and others catalogued as 
office workers, who have been employed in 
the larger offices where business machines 
made steady inroads all through the depres- 
sion. The position of these office employes 
has been changing from that of clérk to 
machine hand. 

Today’s mechanized offices constitute, in 
fact, a mass-production industry. Insurance 
premiums, light bills, checks, letters, reports 
pour out in thousands of units daily. The 
working conditions of office employes ap- 
proximate those of industrial workers. Al- 
ready thinned by the introduction of ma- 
chinery, the ranks of office workers will 
be cut further as management increases the 


rate of productivity. 
* * * 


As in the factory, division of labor and 
the installation of machines have brought. 


assembly-line methods of production into 
the mess office. On the office assem- 
_ bly line, Tillie must attain a prescribed rate 
‘of output under threat of fines or dismissal. 
She must perform her function in that man- 
ner and within that period of time which 
will make the office product on which she 
is working—card, letter, account—ready for 
the machine and machine-hand next in line. 

A ruthless consumer of physical and 
nervous energy, the office assembly line de- 
mands prompt reactions and unfailing at- 


tentiveness. Even the worker with pen or 


pencil, using her on juligment—the mental- 
manual worker—must attain a prescribed 
rate of output to keep the machine units 
running at record speed. 

Institution of a piece-rate method of pay- 
ment was management’s logical solution to 
the problem of amortizing and paying rent 
on its costly equipment. Under the piece- 
rate system, management pays its employes 
by units of output, not by time spent in 
performance of their work. 

In many offices, if Tillie betters the pre- 
scribed rate of output for her mac she 
is rewarded with a bonus. An hourly rate is 
also used, but only upon attainment of a cer 
tain output within the hour. 

The piece-work-and-bonus system is a 
handy implement in the hands of office 
management for speeding up production. 
When bonuses become too easy to earn,. the 
required rate of output can be set at a 
higher level, giving operators a new record 
to shoot at. Instead of paying a rate of $1, 
for instance, on 3000 pieces, $1 can be estab- 


lished as the rate for 4000 pieces. By this 


means, office management not only reduces 
labor costs per unit of output. It is also 
enabled to reduce its labor force. 

The productivity of office machinery now 
in use has by no means reached its limits. 


| According to an authoritative study of the | 


subject, American office management will 
dispense with 1,000,000 of the approximately 
4,000,000 office workers employed at pres- 
ent when the machinery now operating 
achieves productivity rates promised by the 
makers of machines, claim that 
manufacturers under-estimate the potential 
productivity rates of their machines. 
* * * 


American office management is revising 
office routine and personnel to suit the 
needs of efficient machine production. Elab- 
orate time-motion charts, progress charts, 
idle expense charts are being made of Til- 
lie’s movements to increase her output per 
girl-hour. The charts are designed to dis- 
cover and then to institute the most effi- 
cient procedures, 

By step-by-step analysis of every single 
action necessary to the performance of an 

ice function, management is pushing up 
its office productivity to higher levels and 
sloughing off unnecessary workers. In the 
cashiering department of a retail store, 
productivity was increased 154 per cent— 
from 543 transactions to 1376—per man- 
hour with the development of a time-motion 
technique. Seven girls of the 17 employed 
in the expense bureau of an insurance com- 
pany were dispensed with as the result. of 
a new procedure evolved for the operation 


of the punching machine,

ords show, however, that from 1929 to 1935, 
American management invested about $500,- 
000,000 in office machinery.

“Old Nat” Herreshoff contributed 
much to efficient application of 
steam power to warships and com- 
mercial vessels, gave the yachting 
world the “fin keel” type of racer 
and at various times virtually revo- 
jutionized yacht construction. When, 
in 1922, he was made an honorary 
member of the American Society of 
Mechanical Engineers, he was 
praised as “a man who never pat- 
ented an invention or design, but 
willingly gave them to the world.” 

Herreshoff developed a radically 
different yacht design. His Glor- 
jana, turned out in 1890, was fol- 
jowed by Wasp and both were high- 
ly successful. Then in 1891 he pro- 
duced Dilemma with a metal keel 
to which he attached a lead bulb, 
forerunner of the modern fin keel. 

Colonia came along next and 

proved one of the most dependable 
of all the Herreshoff yachts. It 
won the Golet cup in 1893 and 1896, 
captured the Astor cup in 1900 and 
194 and served as living quarters 
for the crew of Enterprise, the 1930 
cup defender. 
When the 1893 challenge was re- 
ceived Herreshoff turned out Vigi- 
lant, a keel boat which walked 
away from Valkyrie II in three 
straight races and her 1895 succes- 
sor Defender did the same thing to 
Valkyrie III. 

When Sir Thomas Lipton raced 
his Shamrocks, Columbia kept up 
the straight race record of Herres- 
hoff against the first two Lipton 
boats in 1899 and 1901 and Reliance 
maintained the pace against Sham- 
rock III in 1903. It was 17 years 
later that Shamrock IV came on 
the scene and Herreshoff designed 
and built Resolute, which lost the 
first and second contests and then 
took three successive tests to retain 
the cup.

in the industry would be working 
as long as 44 hours per week, and 
that their operations would be af- 
fected to some extent by either a 
40-hour or 44-hour maximum. 
Hours in Lumber Industry. 

“Long hours are characteristic of 
the lumber industry. In August, 
1937, the average work-week for 
the entire industry was 42 hours. 
Southern mills typically work long- 
er hours than Northern mills, and 
it is clear, therefore, that with op- 
erations at the level of the summer 
of 1937, mamy of the mills of the 
South would be affected by either 
a 40 or a 44-hour week. At present 
output is considerably reduced and 
the work-week is shorter, partly as 
a result of seasonal factors.” 

It is estimated by Secretary Per- 
kins that in the summer of 1937, 
when business was active, about 4,- 
000,000 workers were toiling more 
than 40 hours per week in manu- 
facturing, wholesale trade and min- 
ing, including the production of 
petroleum. In a number of these 
industries, however, employes 
working more than 40 hours re- 
ceived extra pay for overtime. 


With reference to wages, the 


Bureau of Labor Statistics reports 
that during August, 1937, from 10 
to 15 per cent ,of all factory wage 
earners, as distinct from salaried 
workers, were paid less than 40 
cents an hour. The number of em- 
ployes thus involved is set at from 
870,000 to 1,300,000. But the num- 
ber affected by a 25-cent minimum 
would probably be negligible. In 
the Southern mills, a survey of the 
cotton goods industry shows that 
in April, 1937, 57 per cent of the 
workers received a maximum of 
37.5 cents per hour, and 11 per cent 
a maximum of 27.5. 
Survey of Common Labor. 

The Bureau’s annual survey of 
male common labor in 20 industries 
for the year ending July 31, 1937, 
showed that 6 per cent earned less 
than 27.5 cents an hour, and about 
15 per cent less than 40 cents. 

“With reference to wages,” said 
Mrs. Perkins, in a recent address 
to the regional conference of Demo- 
cratic women,” it is estimated that 
a minimum of 40 cents per hour 
would have affected 1,250,000 to 2,- 
000,000 workers in the summer of 


1937, including those in manufac- | 


turing, wholesale trade and other 
industries engaged in interstate 
commerce, excepting railroads and 
motor carriers. These estimates 
have been made on the basis of 
field studies conducted by the De- 
partment of Labor and current re- 
ports to it on monthly employment, 
payrolls and hours worked. 

“It is unlikely that the earnings 
of factory wage earners as.a group, 
with tne exception of the skilled oc- 
cupations, are materially. higher 
than the hourly rates for common 
labor. Since only about 30 per cent 
of all factory wage earners are in 
the skilled class, this would in- 
dicate that at least 10 per cent of 
all wage earners were earning less 
than 40 cents an hour. Other data 
on earning in manufacturing indi- 
cate that the figure of 10 per cent 
is low rather ethan high.” 

The Department of Labor has 
received, it reports, numerous let- 
ters from employers in support 
of wage-hours legislation, on the 
ground that they are forced by 
competifors.to work their factories 
at low rates and part time. But 
it remains to be seen whether 
either version of the wage-hours 
statute, as at present framed, will 
necessarily result in any increase 
of total payroll for a given em- 
ployer, or in any substantial in- 
crease of long-term income by the 
workers. 

The American Federation of 
Labor had no figures on this topic.

MAN HELD AS LABOR TERRORIST 
TO BE TRIED FOR KIDNAPING 


W. H. (Wally) Mahan, Ousted Kan- 
sas City Union Organizer, De- 
nies Charges at Arraignment, 

By the Associated Press. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., June 2.— 
W. H. (Wally) Mahan, ousted labor 
organizer, pleaded innocent to a 
kidnaping charge today. Trial was 
set for June 14 and bail placed at 


35000. 

Mahan, subject of a two weeks 
search in an inquiry into vandallsm 
here, surrendered voluntarily to po- 
lice last night. Later he pleaded 
innocent to 10 charges of malicious 
destruction of property and two 
charges of common assault. Bonds 
in those cases totaled 38500. Ma- 
han was unable to post bonds to- 
day and was taken to Police Head- 
quarters for questioning. 


Today's arraignment was on a 


charge of kidnaping C. W. Airheart 
Sr., former president of a motor car 
salesmen's group. Airheart signed 
a statement last week accusing Ma- 
han and two other men. 

Mahan, identified by police as a 
key figure in the shattering of some 
500 windows and 11 bombings, is 
accused in signed statements of 
paying $5 a night to two men to 
toss bricks through windows of 
firms refusing to “sign up.” Police 
said carbon copies of threatening 
letters were found in his offices. 

Police, who found two $500 bills 
in a lock box belonging to Mahan, 


said they had a statement from a 


motor car association executive that 
more than $1000 was paid to Mahan 
to stop agitation in the industry. 

During the two-week police search 
Mahan was ousted from the Re- 
tail Clerks’ International Protective 
Association on orders from head- 
quarters at Lafayette, Ind. 

The breaking of windows, almost 
a nightly occurrence over a six- 
month period, caused thé establish- 
ment of police vandal patrols, 

Labor leaders protested against 
police methods in the vandalism in- 
vestigation, issuing statements say- 
ing that reputable union executives 
were as much interested in stamp- 
ing out terrorism as the police. 


WEATHER BUREAU STATION

The Weather Bureau is expand- 
ing its research into evaporation, 
Moxom said today, and statistics 
compiled at the new station should 
be valuable in this work. The sta- 
tion will be under the direction. of 
Prof. Wesley W. Horner of the En- 
gineering School. The necessary 
instruments have been placed on 
the north-central] side of the cam- 
pus.

NEW YORK, June 2.—The con- 


stitution of the Communist Party 
of the United States, adopted at the 
Madison Square Garden convention 
just ended, provides the machinery 
for year-round activity in political 


and labor fields, 

The party, under leadership ot 
Earl Browder, went farther than in 
the past toward the appearance of 
an independent American Com- 
munist organization. For the first 
time, it was stated in the preamble 
of the new party document that the 

“defends the United States 
Constitution against its reactionary 
enemies.” 

In the same preamble, the name 
of Stalin appears with those of 
Lenin, Marx and Engels as “the 
greatest teachers of mankind”; 
while a section of the constitution 
forbids party members to have 
“personal or political relationship 
with Trotskyites, Lovestoneites or 
other known enemies of the party 
and .the working class.” Love 
stoneites are the adherents of Jay 
Lovestone, expelled from the Com- 
munist party in New York in 1929 
for his opposition to the program 
for organizing the working class. 

Under the head “Affiliation,” the 
constitution says that the Com- 
munist party of the United States 
“is affiliated with its fraternal Com- 
munist parties of other lands 
through the Communist Interna- 
tional, (and) partitcipates in inter- 
national congresses through its na- 
tional committee.” 

National Committee Powers. 

It goes on to say that “resolutions 
and decisions of international con- 


I pledge firm loyalty to the best 
interests of the working class and 
full devotion to all progressive 
movements of the people. I pledge 
to work actively for the preserva-. 
tion and extension of democracy 
and peace, for thks defeat of 
Fascism and all forms of national 
oppression, and for the establish- 

ment of Socialism. For this pur- 
pose, I solemnly pledge to remain 
true to the principles of the Com- 
munist party, to maintain its 
unity of purpose and action, and 
to work to the best of my ability 
to fulfill its program.” 

Required of Party Members. 

Party members, the constitution 
provides, must pay an initiation fee 
and monthly dues, and must buy 
special assessment stamps when 
such assessments are levied by the 
national convention or the National 
Committee. 

Party members are required also 
to “belong to their respective trade 
unions.” The basic organization of 
the party is stated as comprising 
the shop, industrial and territorial 
branches. The supreme authority, 
as stated before, is the national 
convention, held at two-year inter- 
vals, but in inter-convention periods 
the National Committee is “re- 
sponsible for enforcing the consti- 
tution, for securing the execution 
of the general policies” adopted by 
the convention. 

A political bureau, abbreviated 
into “Polbureau,” is provided for. 
Its members, and editors of cen- 
tral party organs, must have been 
active members of the party for’ 
not less than five years. The Pol- 
bureau is to meet weekly. 

A National Control Commission. 
“consisting of the most exemplary 
party members,” has supervision of 
party finances. It is to meet once 
a month or oftener, and must han- 
dle disciplinary cases, including

After West had opened the 
diamond jack and South saw the 
dummy he was bitterly sorry that 
he had not reached a grand am, 
since apparently there was an ex- 
cellent play for 138 tricks. At the 
same time, he did not lose sight of 
the fact that there was a possibil-} 
ity of his losing even a small 

and he resolved to play his. actual 
contract with an excess of caution. 
It was well for him that he did. 
Winning with the diamond ace, 
he led to the spade king, then re- 
turned a spade. East innocently 
ayed the queen, but declarer did 
ot “bite.” He saw that there was 


and that was to have his spade ace 
ruffed by West. As the cards lay, 
that ruff would have taken place, 
and if West knew what he was fo- 
ing a trump return would have 
been followed. This would have 
left declarer with three low spades 
and only two trumps in dummy 
with which to ruff them. By con- 
ceding the second spade trick, de- 
clarer insured his. contract. Now 
he certainly could ruff his two low 
spades in dummy, even if East 
should return a trump and, of 
course, the spade ace eventually 
would be good. 

A safety play of this type is un- 
usual, but that is no argument 
against its use on the proper otca- 
sion. When bad breaks can be as- 
sumed and guarded against, it goes 
without saying that pessimism pays. 
And now do you see the brilliant 
play that declarer could have made 
in the previous hand?
